For centuries this densely forested region, considered primitive and inaccessible, has been a staging area for 
imperial troops as well as rebels and anti-Qing movements. During the first civil war the Communist Party had set up several bases of 
operations and established the Soviet government of Honghua and Gushui districts as well as numerous townships. When the Japanese 
invaded the local populace built roads to transport supplies to allied forces and by 1949 Shennongjia was under Communist control. This 
area is now the 50th world heritage site of the People’s Republic of China and the 4th of Hubei Province.

Hyper-inflation caused by the Tai Ping Rebellion led to the hoarding of silver. At this time, foreign coins, namely Spanish 8 Reales, circulated 
in Shanghai at a considerable premium. In 1856, the Shanghai authorities authorized silversmiths to issue coinage in an attempt to replace 
the Spanish 8 Reales. The firms of Wong Yung Sheng, Ching Cheng Chee, and Yu Shen Sheng were granted permission to issue coinage in 
the denominations of Tael and 5 Mace. This was a short-lived coinage, as the monthly output was only about 3,000 pieces, and was not 
large enough to meet the demand. This aspect, along with the large number of forgeries entering circulation, doomed the project to a short 
period of only about six months. Extremely significant as the Shanghai series represents the first Tael coinage produced in China.

This type—along with its larger 20 Dollars sibling—was issued at the behest of a rather colorful character, the so-called “Dogmeat General” 
of Shantung, Chang Tsung-chang (Zhang Zongchang). Chang garnered this unusual nickname on account of his love for Pai gow, a 

game which, in the northeast, was known “eating dog meat.” Additionally, he was known as the “Three Don’t Knows” on account of never 
knowing how much money he had, how many soldiers he had, or even how many women were in his harem (the last of which he labeled 
merely with numbers in lieu of ever learning or remembering their names). Related to the topic of his harem, further nicknames, such as 
“72-Canon Chang,” “The General with Three Long Legs,” and “Old Eighty-Six” (alluding to the height of a stack of 86 Mexican Dollars [8 
Reales]), may have been in response to other below-the-belt characteristics.

As such, it becomes very 
easy to see that the Chihli-designated example and the general imperial type could have shared a similar method of manufacture from 
the same period in 1911.

Dollar, especially upon the characters side, to see that it was undoubtedly struck from specimen dies. Turning to the Chihli example, 
a robust strike and a simply sublime form of craftsmanship highlight seemingly every aspect.

Some 
very minor friction is observed, but is entirely consistent with the overall assessment. Even still, this example presents a stunning 
appearance and, when coupled with its elusiveness, this staggering proof issue should be considered one of the monumental highlights 
in our entire Hong Kong Rarities Night offering. 


This type is the proposed pattern for the Yuan Shih-kai Dollar of Year 3 (1914)—vastly different from the adopted design, as this piece 
features a three-quarters facing portrait of general-turned-president, rather than the left-facing portrait in profile found on the circulation 
issues. Two major varieties exist of this pattern, designed by chief engraver Luigi Giorgi. This is an example of the second type, which bears 
his signature just to the right of the bust along the interior of the rim—a se aeeae rarer emission than that which is unsigned.

Buyer grants Stack’s Bowers the right to file a 
UCC-1 financing statement for such items, and to assign such interest to any affiliated or 
related company or any third party deemed appropriate by Stack’s Bowers. If the auction 
invoice is not paid for in full by the Default Date, a carrying charge of one-and-one-half 
percent (1-1/2%) per month may be imposed on the unpaid amount until it is paid in 
full. In the event this interest rate exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be 
adjusted to the maximum rate permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof 
shall be allocated to principal. Buyer agrees to pay all reasonable attorney's fees, court 
costs and other collection costs incurred by Stack’s Bowers or any affiliated or related 
company to collect past due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any 
action or proceeding arising out of or related to the Auction Sale.
